Retail stores 
may have new 



Since ,the two ordinances that the Antioch 
Village Board has proposed concerning 
mayoral, and trustee salary raises have 
drawn a lot of heated attention in the last few 
rnonths, and since the talk of a full-time, 
part-time, $28,000-$l 1,000 mayor, seems to 
have become a major. issue in this year's 
TOfux&tal campaign; it looks, a? if thecoma 
mittee meeting of the village board slated for 
Monday, Feb. 23, might be the start of some 
more fireworks. 

In December, the board dropped their 
proposal for a full time $28,000, mayor, 
heeding the dissent of a large amount of 
residents of the village. 

At the Dec. 22 committee meeting, the 
board heard Trustee Don Amundsen propose 
an ordinance creating an $11,000 salary plus 
a $200 per month expense account for the 
mayor and a salary raise to $2,000 also 
proposed for the trustees. 

The mayor's salary is presently set by or- 
dinance to be, at the start of the next term, 



$4,000 annually, plus the-snme expense ac- 
count.' 

At the next' board meeting when everyone 
thought the board might possibly pass that 
ordinance; it was not even mentioned, but 
Trustee Edgar Simonsen made a motion, 
that was approved by the entire board, 
Amundsen being absent, to have the/Village ;
